I am currently an Art Instructor, at Bay High School, Bay Village, and 
have been an Instructor of Enameling in the Evening School of the Cleveland 
Institute of Art. I received B.S. and M.A. degrees from Kent State 
University with a sabbatical at the University in 1974-75, working with 
Mel Someroski. My thesis enamels studied the process of basse taille and 
concentrated on the surface qualities of metal with matte enamel and 
with embossing papers and fabric from the etched metal surfaces before 
enameling. Subject matter was inspired by nature. In the early 80's 
the matte surface enamels merged into the exploration of cloisonne/ The 
fine line of metal and enamel were and still are inspired by nature, 
personal experiences^people, and cultures (e.g. Japanese packaging).

The enamel "Evening Moon - Confection from Kyoto" is part of a 
series that I have been working on for one and a half years. 

The inspiration for this work was generated by an exhibition of 
Japanese packaging that I attended at the Cleveland Art Museum 
several years ago. "Evening Moon" is a Kyoto confection that 
would be wrapped in paper which also substitutes as a serving 
dish. The paper-wrapped confection has a band of paper that is 
inscribed with a poem. In the enamel version of this package, 

I have used copper foil for the wrapping. The confection is a 
formed piece of copper that is enameled in opaque ivory and left 
with a matte finish. The poem inscribed band is also formed of 
copper and is enameled in opaque ivory with liquid black enamel
